ISRAEL TODAY faces 2 struggle 
for its very existence against the 
combined ower of Soviet com- 
munism and Arab oil, Information 
Minister Aharon Yariv said yester- 
dey.

The five-man unit 
was equipped with sound mea- 
suring instruments to check noise 
levels.

LIKUD MK Ariel Sharon last night 
tendered his resignation from the 
Knesset in a letter to Speaker Yis- 
rael Yeshayahu. The resignation 
takes effect within 4§ hours if not 
withdrawn before then. 

Sharon wrote that he was resign- 
ing in order to make his contribu- 
tion to the national effort in a field 
command role. 

Sharon complained that the Cabi- 
net had left him no choice but to 
quit the Knesset In order to enjoy 
a citizen's elementary right to 
serve in the Reserves. The danger 
of imminent war obliged him to 
ignore the “impropriety of the Cabi- 
net’s decision,” he wrote. i 

The national effort went beyond 
party factionalism, class interests 
and power ambitions, he wrote. 

A Likud colleague, Haim Landau, 
will on Wednesday challenge the 
Cabinet’s mew ban on giving Re- 
serve posts to MKa with the rank 
of colonel (aluf-mishne) and up, 

The Cabinet ban, known in the 
lobbies as Lez Sharonis, left the 
Likud soldier no choice but to re 
sien his seat if he wants to remain 
actively involved in Army affairs — 
éven a8 a general (Res.).

“As traditional friends and alles, 
the two nations share common va- 
lues and goals and the two pre- 
sidents expressed their determina- 
tien to cooperate on this basis in 
efforts to solve common problems," 
the communique said. 

The policy of new cooperation co- 
vered oiland financial matters apart 
from defence and global disarma- 
ment and security. The Middle East 
and Indochina were discussed but 
no major polcy shifts were dis- 
closed, 

On the Middle East, they “agreed 
on the importance of early progress 
toward a just and lssting peace in 
that area,” the communique said. 
On Indochina, it said the presidents 
noted that “progresa in Lacs to- 
ward reconciliation and reunifica- 
tion was encouraging” and said they 
hoped warring parties Jn Cambo- 
dia “would enter into negotintions 
in the near future.”

He did not indicate what the 
Histadrut would do in case the 
agreement is not signed on Thurs- 
day. But many of the "Tnuva" 
employees who took the floor sald 
they would seek a private arrange- 
ment with management, if no ugree- 
ment is reached on a national scale. 

Negotiations on the next C-o-L. 
allowances are being held between 
representatives of the Government, 
the Manufacturers and the Histadrut. 
There Is a general agreement - that 
the allowances will constitute: 30 
per cent of the basic salary, ‘and 
that acmaximum of HL20Q monthly 
will be paid in cash, while any pay- 
ments over the limit will be made 
in State bonds. The new allowunces 
are to begin with January salaries. 

For December, the employers are 
to pay their workers a bonus equal 
to 30 per cent of the basic saiary, 
also up to a IL200 limit. The Manu- 
facturers demand that the December 
allowance will not cover fringe be- 
nefits attached to the nominal salary, 
but the Histadrut insists that this 
would make it “a fictitlous al- 
lowance.” 

The Manufacturers and the Gov-

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day rejected an application by the 
Council for a Beautiful Israel con- 


cerning the Omariya plot in Jerusa-

The plans for the 100-dunam 
Omarlya site, northwest of the 
railway station, were approved by 
the committee In September of 1973 
despite numerous objections that 
the tall buildings included -in the 
plans would be eyesores. The plans 
were then submitted to the Interior 
Minister for approval, but the min- 
ister withheld his signature on the 
grounds that some changes should 
be incorporated in the plans to ap- 
pease its opponents. 

The applicants contended, at this 
point, that the committee no longer 
was authorized ‘to discuss the plans, 
since it had already taken a final 
decision. In addition, they charged, 
the changes suggested by the min- 
ister would alter the plans to such 
an extent that they would actually 
be new plans, requiring golng 
through all the legal steps from the 
beginning.

Attaches told why car 
imports were suspended

The Economic Counsellors or Com- 
mercial Attaches of the eight coun- 
tries from which Israel Imports 
cars were yesterday told why it had 
been found necessary to suspend 
such impocts. 

The Minister of Transport, Gad 
Ya‘acobi, called in the attaches of 
Britain, France, Holland, Italy, Ja- 
pan, Sweden, West Germany and 
the U.S., to explain that it ‘was 
the country’s dire foreign currency 
situation that had made’ the ban 
necessary; there was no change in 
Israel's general vehicle import policy, 
he stressed. 

Mr. Ya'acobi noted that 15,000 
cars were on order when the ban 
was’ imposed, last November 10. 
Of this total, 6,000 for which ‘etters 
of credit had already been issued 
were exempted from the ban. In 


response to pleas by local importers, 
it was decided to allow in a further 
3,500 which had already left the 
factory and were on their wry to 
this country, even if only’ in transit 
within the exporting country.

T.A.’s Montefiore residents 
protest plans for quarter

TEL AVIV. — Several dozen resi- 
dents of the Montefiore quarter 
here demonstrated before the muni- 
cipality building yesterday to pro- 
test plans to make the neighbour- 
hood an industrial zone and limit 
residential construction. 

The quarter has been taken over 
by workshops and garages during 
the last 15 years and js already 
mostly non-residential, The last. 
municipal administration declared 
the quarter an industrial zone, but 
reserved eight streets for residences. 

Now the district building commis- 
sion, however, has decreed that resi- 
dences may be ΛΠ on a smaller 
ratio of the plots than factories. 
Most residents own small dilapidated 
buildings which could make way 
tor high-rise flats. Under the com- 
mission's conditions, however, the 
value of the land would go down as 
it would mean less space for flats. 


The demonstrators met with 
Deputy Mayor Yigal Griffel. in 
charge of the building portfolio, 
who told them the decision regard- 
ing building ratios was up to the 
district building commission and not 
to the city. At present, the matter 
is being deliberated by the commis- 
sion and all building in the quarter 
is frozen. 


Nevertheless Mr. Griffel stressed 
that. Mayor Lahat does not favour 
reserving even eight streets for 
residences. He feels this would 
create a residential ghetto within 
an Industrial district, which would 
be in the residents’ worst Interests. 


The mayor plans to propose to 
the municipality's local building 
commission that the whole quarter 
be turned over to industry and the 
residents offered alternative hous- 
ing. All local building commission 
decisions are subject to the approval 
of the district building commission. 


Likud trick stymies 
new customs tariffs

Many of the higher customs and 
excise tariffs Imposed in the wake 
of the November 10 devaluation 
were challenged by the opposition 
yesterday by means of a pariia- 
mentary trick. The manoeuvre by 
the Likud opposition succeeded be- 
cause of very poor Knesset atten- 
dance by coalition members. 

Nine out of the.10 Finance Mi- 
nister'a orders, brought .up for. the. 
approval of the plenum, were voted 
down by a majority of 17 votes 
to the government coalition's 
seven. The orders involved such 
items as locally-manufactured ce- 
ment, fuel products, wholesalers’ 
and retailers stocks, and purchase 
tax on goods and services. 

The plenum must approve such 
orders within two months of their 
being gazetted, following discussion 
and approval in the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee. ‘The Likud bloc, 
which approved 8 the orders. in 
the Finance Committee, explained 
that 4t was voting against them 
in the plenum, in order to make 
sure that the coalition discharged 
its parliamentary duties and at- 
tended plenum sessions. 

The Likud'’s economic doyen, Dr. 
Yohanan Bader, claimed yesterday 
that the 17 against seven vote 
should be interpreted as revoking 
the orders, and therefore voiding 
the relevant changes in customs and 
excise, stemming from the deva- 
luation, The Alignment man res- 
ponsible for the parliamentary de- 
feat, Adi Amorai, who had vainly 
tried to pilot the orders through 
the plenum, contended that non- 
approval did not signify revoca- 
tion. Amorai- said the orders auto- 
matically remained in effect for two 
months. 

The State Revenue Administration 
spokesman, David Bar-Haim, told 
The Post that the Administration 
did not fear the implications of the 
orders’ defeat. He said that new 


ordera could be gazetted and ap- 
proved by the Knesset in good time. 

Last night, Alignment chairman 
Moshe Wertman reacted scornfully 
to the Likud tour de force, “Once 
again the Likud has excelled at 
flaunting an empty yictory," he said 
at a meeting of the coalition exe- 
cutive. "To vote against in the 
plenum, after backing the orders 
in committee, is a breach of par- 
liamentary confidence.” Wertman 
charged.---- - οὖς aa 

The coalition's discomfiture will 
give greater emphasis to the recent 
campaign by Speaker Israel Yesha- 
yahu to obtain better attendance in 
the plenum. (The Speaker called in 
heads of factions last week, after

the Knesset, noted that the plenum 
chamber seemed almost empty. The

in which the doctors visit patients 
in their homes and a “service for 
families of the chronically il." The 
latter sections have Been function- 
ing for a year already. 


“The last service is of vital im- 
portance — we try to drive home 
to the families of the chronically 
ill, who are mainly elderly people, 
that the afflicted member of the fami- 
ly ts entitled to the same love and 
respect as before his affliction, says 
Dr. Rabinowitz.

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C’ttee to decide 
on what civil 
servants can write

The Justice Minister, reluctant to 
carry sole responsibility for deciding 
what public servants may write 
about affairs of state, has persuad- 
ed the Cabinet to appoint a com- 
Mittee of three Ministers to decide. 

The Cabinet approved the crea- 
tion of this new body, headed by 
the Justice Minister, with the other 
two Ministers to be named by the 
Justice Minister and the Premier. 

An article of the Penal Code, 
enacted in 1957, stipulated that 
Cabinet Ministers, civil servants, 
policemen, soldiers and the like, who 
are all classed as public servants, 
require official permission to pub- 
lish any book or booklet dealing’ 
with state security. foreign rela- 
tions or official secrets. It was de- 
cided that the Justice Minister 
would be appointed pro tem, to 
permit publication where he deemed 
this possible, 

Now, however, with long volumes 
of memoirs being prepared by 
former Premier Golda Melr and 
former Ministers Moshe Dayen and 
Abbs Ebaa, Mr. Zadok decided that 
the burden would be too heavy to 
shoulder alone. 


Development plan 
for Mitzpe Ramon

‘The Ministerial Committee on 
Development Towns yesterday ap- 
proved a five-year plan for the 
development of Mitzpe Ramon, 
forecasting the town's population 
will reach between 8,000 and 10,000 
by 1980. (At present the popula- 
tion is under 2,000.) 

This population figure, the com- 
mittee concluded, is needed for a 
viable town in such a location (in 
the central Negev), far removed 
from other population centres and 
a farming hinterland. The money 
for this plan, Commerce and 
Industry Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
said, would have to come from the 
various Ministries’ regular budgets, 
which would give the plan priority. 

The plan calls for ing some 
sno eeo housing units per year in 


town, .anud encouraging the 
establishment of additional indus- 
tries — metalwork, elec- 


trenics, chemicals and small manu- 
factures. It is envisioned that 40 
per cent of the town's workers 
would be employed in industry. 

In addition, the committee agreed 
on the need to improve the road 
to the town, to speed up construc- 
tion of education and health facili- 
tiles and examine the feasibility 
of re-opening the road from Mitzpe 
Ramon to Hilat. 

Other projects approved (though 
they would be carried out during the 
mext five years): a resort centre 
including an artists village and 
youth hostel; more supermarkets; 
@ commercial laundry; completion 
of a light-plane landing strip; and 


improvement of the town's cinema 
and swimming pool. 

The plan was presented to the 
committee by Moshe Mandelbaum, 
the Commerce and Industry Min- 
istry's director-general, who chaira 
the inter-departmental committee 
on development towns. The Minis- 
terial Committee consists of the 
Commerce and Industry Minister 
(chairman), and of the Ministers 
of Housing, Absorption, Tourism, 
Labour and Education. 


New 330-dunam

Holloway has said 
that the U.S. fleet, reduced by 
nearly half since the Vietnam war 
peak, must be strengthened with 
greater firepower against Russia's 
misstle-armed fleet which has ex- 
tended its cruising reach in recent 
years. 

At the same time, Holloway has 
moved to give surface ships a wider 
role in controlling the sea areas 
important to U.S. policy. 

Many modern U.S. frigates and 
destroyers have been armed chiefly 
with anti-aircraft and anti-submarine 
weapons and designed largely to 
defend aircraft carriers. 


“We slipped into a defensive 
frame of mind,” one navy source 
said. 


Navy leaders are so intent on 
turning’ around the defensive out- 
look that they have even ordered 
the term “escort” dropped from 
ship classifications because it has 
ἃ defensive tone. 

According to navy thinking, the 
proposed strike cruiser would ope- 
rate independently for extended 
periods of time, as well as with task 
forces. 

“We need ships that can travel 
8 long way fast," the navy source 
said. Indications are that the strike 
cruiser will be designed to make 
30 or more knots. 

The strike cruiser would be 
armed with the new radar-guided 
harpoon missile, which the navy 
says can strike enemy warships 
with a big high explosive warhead 
at ranges of up to 100 kms. 

The ship, which would displace 
between 12,000 and 13,000 tons, 
also would get a new missile now 
under development.

Summit makes a splash 


FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique. 
— The Franco-American summit 
went off swimmingly on Sunday as 
U.S. President Gerald Ford lured 
French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing and their chief ministers 
into a 15-minute splash-about at an 
island pool here. 

“That's ‘very refreshing,” the 
American President exclaimed to 
his French counterpart after their 
lunch-time dip. 

D'Estaing wore a pink bathing 
suit. But getting him into the 
swim had taken some considerable 
time. 

Ford, a regular swimmer, took 
his first dip soon after arriving at 


the luxury hotel summit site. He 
was swimming in on Sunday 
morning while his French host went 
to church. 


At lunch, the American leader 
donned his red bathing suit once 
more for still another plunge. Then 
Ford finally succeeded in getting 
@’Estaing, French Foreign Minister 
Jean Sauvagnargues and American 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
to take the plunge too and the 
summit-level swim fiesta followed. 


Later French and American offi- 
cials refused to make available of- 
ficial photographs of the two presi- 
dents swimming together. They

also attempted to bar travelling 
news photographers from taking 
pictures at the scene. 

When this drew protests from 
cameramen of both countries, U.S. 
presidential press secretary Ron 
Nessen first told a news briefing 
that his French counterpart, Xavier 
Gouyon-Beauchamp, “had graciously 
agreed to distribute some of his 
official photographer's pictures of 
the presidents swimming.” 

Nessen promised prints would be 
made available for both French and 
American news services in several 
hours.

U.S. Reform leaders on 5-day visit 
‘We are dead,’ weeps member of 


Egypt’s tiny Jewish community 


NEW YORK (JTA). — In contrast 
to the dire conditions of Syrian 
Jews, the remaining members of 
Egypt's Jewish community in Cairo 
and Alexandria are comparatively 
free to practise their Judaism, ac- 
cording to a report by U.S. Jewish 
Reform leaders here yesterday. 

Rabbi Alexander Schindler, presi- 
dent .of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations (UAHIC) and 
Matthew Ross, chairman of the 
board, were the first leaders of a 
major Jewish organization to visit 
Egypt simce 1956, They found, how- 
ever, that the remnant of 400 Jews, 
most of them over the age of” 65, 
represented a “dying” Jewish com- 

munity, 

The Reform leaders, who made 
the trip a month ago, spoke with 
Egyptian citizens and found that 
the chances for peace between Egypt’ 
and Israel seemed reasonably good 
— despite the viciously anti-Israel 
press. Not only the editorials but 
even news stories “smacked of bit- 
ter ‘hostility,” they said, 

Rabbi Schindler said: “Our own: 
observations were that the majority 
of the Egyptian people are not bel- 
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licose. They impressed us as almost 
lackadaisical, even-tempered, not at 
all war-like, certainly not the way 
we pictured them to be. They are 
concerned with their existence and 
with making a living. They would 
accept peace now that their mea- 
sure of self-respect has been re- 
stored, since the Egyptian Army's 
crossing .of the Suez Caual.” 

Until the 1956 Suez War, 80,000 
Jews were still in the country. 
After that war there was a mass 
emigration of Jews, especially of 
the youth. 

“The Jews we encountered were 
desperately eager to see us, they 
clung to us wherever we went," 
Rabbi Schindler said. He and Ross 
were accompanied by their wives, 
and Albert Vorspam and Rabbi Leo- 
nard Schoolman, also of UAHC. 
They spent five days in Egypt. 

The decline of Egypt's Jewa was 
dramatized when members of the 
Alexandria community showed the 


visitors the synagogue where births, 
marriages and deaths were recorded. 
“In 20 years we fave no children; 
we are, in effect, dead,” said one 
synagogue leader, with tears in his 


eyes. 
Despite this, Ross noted that 


_these Jews are relatively well off 


economically and appear to have 
sufficient funds to meet their living 
expenses.

to cut costly paternalism

TOKYO. — 
WITH A RECESSIONARY pall of 
gloom hanging over it, Japanese 
industry is beginning to wonder 
whether it can continue to maintain 
the nation’s famed lifetime employ- 
ment system. And, increasingly, the 
answer for many firms faced with 
a choice between laying off work- 
ers or going broke is that it can- 
not. 


It has become a tradition that a 
Japanese worker joins a company 
for life, never having to worry 
about being laid off or fired, pro- 
tected from cradle to grave by re- 
Rowned management paternalism. In 
fact, industry substituted for gov- 
erament in providing a welfare sys- 
tem and in return government, act- 
ing through the Bank of Japan, 
has very often bailed out compa- 
ties in financial difficulties. 

But with runaway inflation, an ex- 
tremely severe business recession 
and an ailing world economy in ge- 
neral, a tight ‘money policy is in 
foree and government rescue acts 
are no longer so common. Some 
Mg companies have gone under or 
are on the verge of collapse, and 
this has led industry to try to cut 
labour costs without causing labour 
trouble by tampering too much with 
the hallowed lifetime employment 
Layoffs are occurring in anum- 
ber of key industries, along with 
@ieouraged premature retirements 
| and resignations, less recruiting of 

*@hool leavers, massive reassign- 
ments and even reduced paychecks 
for executives. Layoffs, in fact, are 
Possible in Japan because compa- 
nies always take on a number of 
temporary staff in times of pros- 
berity and expansion and on the un- 
derstanding that they are not cover- 
ed by the Hfetime employment gua- 
rantee.

“AL-FAJR" PETITION DISMISSED 


The High Court dismissed a peti- 
ticn for an order nisi calling upon 
the Minister of the Interior to show 
cause why he should not refrain 
from closing down the newspaper 
“Al-Fajr" or why he should not 
refrain from cancelling the permit. 
to publish the newspaper. 

“Al-Fajr" is a newspaper which 
appears in East Jerusaiem. Its edi- 
tor and owner, Joseph Nasri Nasr, 
received a permit to publish the 
newspaper in 1971. But in Febru- 
ary 1974 Nasr disappeared without 
a trace and his whereabouts are 
still unknown. The newspaper, how- 
ever, continued to appear. 

When, by the end of May, there 
was no news of Nasr, the Jerusa- 
lem District Representative, who is 
the competent authority to grant 
permits for publishing newspapers, 
by virtue of section 4 of the Press 
Ordinance, 1933, wrote to the news- 
paper requesting to know who the 
responsible editor of the paper was 
and on what legal basis it con- 
tinued to appear. 

In reply to this letter a lengthy 
correspondence between the news- 
paper's lawyers and the District 
Representative developed. the lat- 
ter emphasizing that a new appli- 
eation for a permit to publish the 
newspaper should be made on the 
forms which he had sent the pa- 
per.

Justice Cohn granted the peti- 
tioner an interim injunction re- 
straining the District Representa- 
tlve from closing down the paper 
until the petition was heard before 
three Supreme Court justices. Be- 
fore the latter hearing, the Attor- 
ney General's representative, Dr. 
M. Cheshin, submitted a statement 
to the High Court containing the 
full facts concerning the corres- 
pondence between the paper's law- 
yers and the District Representa- 
tive. 

Decision 

In dismissing the petition for an 
order nisi, the High Court noted 
that the petitioner claimed that 
since the disappearance of Joseph 
Nasri Nasr, who had served as 
responsible editor of "Al-Fajr,"” he 
had been the acting editor of the 
paper and had also performed the 
functions of the paper's owners, 
However, held the court, they were 
unable to provide the petitioner 
with the remedy which he sought 
for the simple reason that as he 
had not complied with the provi- 
sions of the Press Ordinance he 
had, for the time being, no legal 
standing. Section 11 of the Press 
Ordinance, they continued, lays 
down in detail what proceedings 
must be followed when the editor 
of a newspaper ceases to act as 
its editor. Therefore, until the peti- 
tioner could satisfy the High Court 
that he had in fact taken all the 
necessary steps provided for in sec- 
tion 11, and had been lawfully re- 
gistered as the acting editor of 
“Al-Fajr," his claim that he was 
in fact the editor of the paper, 
whether acting or otherwise, could 
not be heard and he could not be 
recognized as such. 

Section 11, continued the court, 
also provides for submitting appli- 
cations for an extension of time 
in which to fulfil its requirements 
and this was the only remedy open 
at present to the owners of the 
paper. ᾿ 

In conclusion the High Court im- 
posed costs of IL300 on the peti- 
tioner for failing to disclose all the 
-facts.connected with his case.
